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My, Thaddens Steveny—Confiscation—
Policy of the Evening Telograph.

Somms days since weo published a letter from
How. Thaddens Stevens in favor of conflsca
tion. Tiis sweoping measure was therein
advocated besnuse of a desire to see the farm-
ors of “Bedford, Franklin, Fulton, Cambar-
laud, and York counties' reimbursed for losses
sustained during the invagion of 1563 It
was not oni the ground of national policy, or
of nooessity, nor yet for the purpose of pun-
ishment or prevention that this stap was sup-
ported by Mr. Stevens. It was to repay a
local loss, occasioned by the vicissitudes of

war. Wae then said:—

- is no better ground for eonflroation
mnlr{ Lhwmra my ton  cownrdly, seml-disloyal
farmers of the counties named, who charged
our soldlers for n oup of milk, and fled from or

tampered with the Rebels, we do nos favor eon-
“fisontlon. We have no sympathy to waste on
such loserk. The Siate hasalready rolmbursed
all the deserving, anid many whio were not de
gorving. It may bé thal conflsention will be
neccssury as n punistiment for continued con-
tumacy. Il may be that it will be neded (o yat
forther humble the spirits of the Iate Hobals,
But it ean never be that it will be enforoed 1o
repay the Pennsylvania farmers for losdwes
:uﬂbrml yours sgo, and already oncs prid by the
State.”

To these sentiments the Geltysburg Stay
and  Sentinel, edited by Hon. Iidward
McPherson, takes exception, and in an article
over a column long attacks our policy and
motives. We do not intend to reply to that
portion of the editorial which refers to our
“fippancy'’ and ‘“‘grossness,’’ nor to our
“place Dbeneath coutempt,’’ nor yet our
‘foul slander.” Thoge of onr readers who
read onr article can judge for themselves
whether it was by word or inference defloient
in courtesy to any one. In our views, how.
ever, we probably did reflect on the loyalty
of the farmers of the southern counties aund
the justhee of their claims. In doing 8o wa
wore not guilty of “‘passionute proscription.”
1 We expreszed what was and is our deliberate
opinion, and the article of our Gettysburg
contemporary has mnot cansed us to waver
in our sentiments. Our neighbor says: —

“The editor of THE EVENING TELEGRAPH, by
his own showlng, {8 not opposad, in principle, to
conflacation; bul declares he will be for it ir {t
be DeceRsaTy ns n mnlahmnm, aor Lo humble the
spirit of Lhe iate Rebels, Mr, Stovens Is for i,
a8 his letler shows, because the law nnd praoc-
tice of nations {unul;\- it, and because jnstice Lo
innocent and plunder«d citdzens of the United
Blates requires il, There Is, then this JdffTer-
ence, In thii respect, between the posttlon of
the editor of Tineg EveNiNg TELEGRAPH and
Mr. Blevens. The tormer makes his approval of
the polley depebdent upon his desire to punish
the Rebels; My, Stevens, upon the inheront juss
tice of the thing 1tself, upon the nollorm prace
tieo of nalions, and the ontraged *ricurs' of
oltizens. Which 1s the nobler view ?

Trne, we are in favor of confiscation, on
principle, under certain contingencies; but
these contingencies do not inoluds loeal greed.
‘We base our advooacy of such a step on a
possible necessity, on a chance that national
safety and secority in the fature may need
suoh a step. But on no other grounds than
the positive demands of expediency do we
feel willing to lend it our assent. The right of
private property is one of the most sacred
known to men, and to divest a citizen of it in
order that another not specially injured by

him may be gratified, is not to be tolerated.

Mr. Stevens and the Gettysburg Star
favor it becanse of ““the law and
practice of nations.” Now, this argu-

ment will not hold good a moment. We
are not dealing with nations—not even belli-
gerents. No such recognition was ever
vouchsafed to the ‘‘Confederate’’ States.
We view the Rebellion as an organization of
individuals; the invasion was an invasion of
individuals organized againat the Governmant.
The losses sustained were inflicted by marau-
ders, and for all such injuries the law provides
a claim not against the General Government,
but againat the States. If & mob destroys our
office, do we sue in Washington? Clearly net.
Our only chance of recompense is from Penn-
sylvania. We therefore oppose the assump-
tion by the General Government of claims
which cannot legally be brought against it.

Again, the Star and Sentinel states that our
romarks on the farmera

‘“Are intended to oconvey the impres-
gion that the bulk of the citizens of the
border counties were unfaithful to the
Government and unkind to its soldiers, and
are therefore undeserving of uch consideration.
The war has produ no fouler slander,
Doubtless, there were here disloyal men during
the war. Mest of them got their inspiration
from digloyal Philadelphians whow we could
roadily name. It may be that, under this
gtimulus, in some eases, greed got the better

of iotism, But we utterly deny the trath
of the general statement of Tis Evexiso T'sve-
gRarH. Thess counties responded promptly

to every call of the country for troops, or for
lu;glho, and contributed of their substance
aé fally for the support of the Government in
ﬂmgqod work a4 any portion of this or any
other Btate, Wo make the statement broadly;
and we mean it precisely as it stands,’

Very well. We will join issue, and look at
the facts, We boldly assert that, as & rale,
the ‘lh'illl:ll of the border connties of onr State
were oyal; that they did not symp: ]

with the war; that they opposed the Govern-
ment by every means in their power, and
wished the Success of the South, In 1802,
the election immediataly pressding the inva-

Mr, Gloasbrepusr, for Lfs ablo and
truthful vepresentation of the peopls of the
border govnties, was honored by a rileotion.
Wae nsk the Star and Seatinel how it can ex-
plein this fact? Will it also xhow us how the
quotas of these counties were raised, and how
often the dralt was necessarily resorted to?
Will our contemporary deny that the State
wal saved by reglments nol ralged in the bot-
der connties ' The Star says:—

Not from their neighborhood, bat feom other
Hlates and our own city, The farmers were
all neutral, and professed to sympathize with
the Hebels. The battle was indeed fought
there and then—not by those who now claim
recomponse, but by those who did what the
citizens of the border counties wers too fear-
ful or to untrue to do; and thus ounr city waa
saved. The more we look at their claims, the
nore are wo confirmed in our expressed api-
pion. It may Ve that a few good men will be
logers by the refusal, but as there ocan be no
digerimination, we cannot see how we oan
geparate the wheat from the chafl. They do
not demand & cent on the claim of loyalty, or
bravery, or liberality, and with onr consent
vot a dollar shall they have.  Aud in urging
this we speak in no spirit of ** passionate pros-
oription,”

In con¢lusion, the Star ond Sentinel ¢alls on
us to “‘recall our unjust eriticism on the first
statesman of this generation, to whose enlight-
ened sagacity and indomitable purpose and
unflinching firmmness the pation is infinitely
indebted." We bave nothing to recall. We
wade no ""unjust eriticism.’' For Mr. Stevens
we have ever had the highest respect. In the
article complained of, we said that ‘*Mr. Ste-
vens is o statesman of great force of character
and undoubted patriotism.’ We give him all
the praise ottr contemporary meotes ont. Ha
is able, patriotio, and honest; yet we do not
on this account surrender our privilege fof
individaal n]lillion to his dictation. With all
his great powers,we think Mr, Stevenals seek-
ing to lead the Republican party into & posi-
tion where it does not design to go. It Is not
in favor of confiscation, nor does it sympan-
thize with that spirit of bitter hatred of the
South which Mr, Stevens has ever evinced, [If
Lis advice was to be followed, the party would
be ruined. We requite polioy, not headlong
ferocity. And it is in order to securs our
power, and in ordor that we muy do good to
all, that, while granting all the virtues attri-
buted to the venerable statesman, we deam
his conrge of condoot inexpedient, and if par-
aned will end in the reinstatement of the De-
moeracy in power.

Congress and the Constitution,
Tuk New York Times professes to belleve the
entire work of Congress in regard to repon-
struction to have been extra-constitutional,
It asks, where in the Constitution does any-
body “find authority for Congress to pass a
Iaw excluding certain States from representa-
tion until they pass laws or adopt constitu-
tions such as Congress may prescribe; or to
tubject the civil functionaries of a State to the
paramount authority of a military commander;
or to decres nuniversal negro suffrage in the
Southern States as the condition of restora-
tion? We can find no such authority, and
never could; nor have we ever been fortunate
enough to find any one who could point it out.”’

Allow a man to manunfacture his own
premises, and he may prove almost anything.
And so, allow the Times by the forms of its
questions to put into the months of its oppo-
nents concessions which they do mnot make,
and it presents quite a formidable front. In
the senge in which the 7Wmes uses the word
“State,” we deny that the late Rebel com-
munities constitute States, and, therefors, also
that they are entitled to “‘representation,’ or
have any “‘civic functionaries” to be subjectad
to the *“‘paramount anthority of a military
commander.” We believe the action of Con-
gress in reconstruotion to have been euntirely
vonstitutional, and neither to have been be-
yond the Constitntion nor opposed to it. Suach
we have no doubt is the conviotion of the graat
mass of Republicans whose minds are not
bardened by the metaphysical refinements and
complications which never cease to affect the
editor of the The overthrow of the
Rebellion having left the former States
of the Bouth which participated in
it without any  constitutional frame-
work of civil government, reconstruc-
tion became u necessity, and was made spa-
vially obligatory by the Constitution itself,
where it provides that the United States shall
guarantee to each Siate a republican form of
government. And as Congress is the legisla.
tive brauch of the Govermuent, it, and It alone,
was compelent to inaugurate the work of roeor-
ganization. All that the President did, or at.
tempted to do, was unconstitutional and
usurpatory, and at best could only be regarded
as provisional or lemporary in its character.
The orgavizations which he sffected possess no
ganctity, no legality, and te speak of them ag
“States,’ or as entitluld to representation, is
gressly to err.

As to “decreelng universal negro suffrage,"’
Congress had no rightful cheive in the matter.
It could know no distinetion of volor among
the oitizens of the United Btates, It wounld
have had just as good & right to exclude all
the whites as it would to have excluded sll the
blacks. Granting that it had the right to
reconstruct m¢ all, it was bomnd to do so
on the principles of justice and equality,

In our view, therefore, In this whole contost
Coungress has been guided strictly by the letter

an woll as by the spirit of the Constitution.
In ita sucoeasful resistancs of Exeoutive
uwsurpation, it has restued the Constittiion
from the most formidable assnult made upon
iainge the foundation of the Govermment.
